None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicants' claimed 
apparatus as set forth in independent claim 1 that is particularly characterized at 
least by the claimed "portable launcher"; "means for affixing said launcher to a 
rifle"; "image acquiring means ..."; "transmitter within the projectile ..."; "means 
for stabilizing ..."; "remote station ..."; and "monitor ..." each as set forth in claim 
1 , taken together and taken in the overall context of independent claim 1 .
